ingjUl bacteria present in a given 
space or on a given article wo say 
we have sterilized it; just as the 
surgeon sterilizes his gown 
and 


instruments by boiling them for a 
long time at a high temperature. 
Foods may be cooked inside the 
cans in any one of the three dif- 
ferent ways. 


Steam Pressure Cooker—Where 


the sealed cans arc subjected 
to 


a certain pressure for a certain 
length of time. 


One-Period or Continuous Pro- 


cess—Heating the sealed cans in 
a bath of boiling water continual- 
ly for a length of time required ,to 
secure satisfactory results. 


Intermit Lent 
Proress—- Heating 


the cans in a water bath for two., 
three or more periods, -with inter- 
nals between periods of from 6 to 
24 hours. 


It is important, that no guess- 


work be done. Consult a time ta- 
ble and follow it closely. The fol- 
lowing table for home canning of 
fruits and vegetables is indorsed 
by the United States Department 
of Agriculture:
